On Saturday night Detective John T. 


Norris, of Ohio, came to town with a 
requisition for a three-card monte-nism, 
by the name of Lew Houck, who is well 
known in this city. Houck is charged 
with the murder of si man by the name of 
Lohman, on a railroad train, near Dela- 
ware, Ohio, The murder occurred some- 
what after the following manner: 


It will be remembered by those who 


were conversant with Houck's mode of 
operating while here, that he was in the 
habit of following the trains on the rail- 
roads and picking up victims along the 
line as he could find them on tho trains, 
and more than once he came near being 
picked up here for opersitions in three- 
card monte and other confidence games 
played in these parts, but he always man- 
aged to get clear. In this operation he 
was on a train between Columbus and 
Delaware, Ohio, and near the last-named 
place. On the way he had managed to 
win twenty dollars off of Lohman at the 
three-card monle game, and Lohman told 
him that he would "squeal on him."— 
Houck said, "if you do I will blow yout 
brains out " When the conductor entered 
the car Lohman motioned to him to come 
to the seat where he and Houck were sit 
ting, and as the c.inductor came ur. 
Lohman told him what had happened 
whereupon Houck drew his'revolver am 
shot him, .ind then jumped from the 
train and ran; the shot proved fatal, am 
after Lohman's death the ball was takei 
from his head, and Norm had it here with 


him. 
Houck has not since been seen, and 


the country is being ransacked for him. 


As stated above, the requisition brough 


by Detective Norris calls for Houck, bu 
he was confident that Bailey is the mai 
who played a cloth trick at Kentou 
Ohio, which was done about us follows: 


The treasurer of the school fund in tha 


town had just drawn a thousand dollar 
from the bank, of which fact it seem 
that Bailey and his partner, whose name i 
Welker, were advised, and their finger 
ilched to get. hold of the money. T 
aceomplii.li 
this Bailey, alias Aldrich 


approached the school fund treasurer, 
(much sifter the manner in which he ap- 
proached Uncle Allen Travis herd, and 
took him to his room to show him samples 
of cloth from which he was lo donate him 
enough for a pair of pa-nls and vest, in 
consideration of the man distributing bills 
or circulars tor him iu t'ne neighborhood 
where he lived. When looking over the 
samples Bailey showed one piece which 
was nicer than the rest, which he said he 
could not afl'ord to .give away, but if the 
man would give him a dollar, besides dis- 
tributing circulars, he would give him 
punts and vest from this piece. The man 
thought it would be a good chance to get 
a pair of pants and vest cheap, and he 
tool; from his pocket si roll of bills con- 
taining live hundred dollars and com- 
menced looking for a one dollar bill, but 
failing to find one, he said he would step 
down and get a bill changed. As he was 
about to do so Bailey slid, "1 see a one 
dollar bill in the bunch,'' and took hold 
of the roll of bills to find it, when he 
snatched the entire amount and went 
down stairs.

GENERAl,TTEACHINGs WITHOUT 


[Selected.] 


It is a fact easily demonstrated, that the 


world knows very little, comparatively 
speaking, of the truths of nature. As the 
benefit derived from the knowledge of 
such facts is great, it is well worth the 
teacher's attention, and it ought to be n 
part of his work, to teach children to ob- 
serve ami be able to tell the result of their 
observations. 


If a daily exercise could be introduced 


into every school, combining as a result, 
a knowledge of some of these common 
truths, with the power to express them in 
good laugusige, the 
beneficial 
effects 


would not be long in presenting them- 
selves; and more than this, the 
good 


gained would be of life-long value to the 
pupils. 


Let us look into the school-room for a 


short time; here is tbe clsiss—I,i/.zie, Al- 
ice, Frank, Willie, etc., before me, the 
oldest perhaps ten. How many of you 
have a cow at borne? Yes, nearly sill, 
and those who have not can go home with 
Frank, who 1 am sure will be, glad to 
show you his cow, after school, and each 
come lo-morrow able to tell three things 
about the cow you saw. 


The next day Frank brings in on a slip 


of paper the result of his observalions, 
which is this: The cow is siboui live feet 
tall, and six and a half feet long; color, 
red; the hoofs are split. Alice sulds to 
this list the fact that the cow chews the 


cud. 
Charley is eager to state sdmclhiug 


he discovered, which he thinks the others 
do not know, namely, the fact that the 
cow has no upper front teeth.

\Ve expected to enter aprusalem in 


our quiet, plain way, pilgrims really 
coining to see the Holy City, filled with 
its renowned memories. But, lo and 
behold! here is at army with banners, 
and we are commanded to enter as con- 
querors, in a triumphal manner 
I 
Well, 


1 know of one in that company who 
looked with sorrow upon the pageant, 
and he it was for whom it was intended. 
But there was no help for it. 
So we 


assembled and were in due form pre- 
sented, and there were coffee and cigars, 
More than all, them were horses—for 
the General, the Pasha's own white 
Arab steed in housings of gold. 
It was 


well that this courtesy had been prompt- 
ed, for the bridge over the brook was 
gone and our carts would have had a 
sorry business crossing. 
We set out, 


the General thinking, no doubt, that his 
campaign to enter Jerusalem at 4 had 
been frustrated by an enemy upon whom 
be had not counted. 
He had consid- 


ered the weather, the roads, the endu- 
rance of the horses; but he had not 
considered that the Pasha meant to hon- 
or him as though he were another Alex- 
ander coming into a conquered town,— 
So we trailed up the winding ways of 
the hill—the hill which sheltered Jeru- 
salem from the Canaanite to the Philis- 
tine, Jerusalem is 2 500 feet above the 
sea and even then it lies beyond a hill 
that must be passed. 
Sowe wind around 


and around, up and aronnd, steadily, pa- 
tiently straining toward the summit.— 
Tlie mist and the clouds that had been 
holering over our path finally enveloped 
us, and we could trace with difficulty 
the path over which we came. 
The 


view on a clear day must be wonderful 
for breadth and beauty, and even now 
with the gray clouds about us and tbte 
rain falling in a mist, we looked down 
the mountain'!*' dizzy side and saw hill 
after hili sweeping like billows on tow- 
ard the sea. 
As a glimpse of nature, 


there was a beauty in thescene to bo re- 
membered in many a dream. 
But we 


were thinkingof thevaley below,as scenes 
which have stiwesl the souls of Chris- 
tian incn for centuries, as the path of 
conquering armies—-of Joshua and Da- 
vid—of Alexander :>nd Vespasian—of 
Godfrey and Saladiu. 
And here we are 


coining with banners and armed men, 
and at our head, riding side by side with 
the Pacha's Turkish Lieutenant, is one 
Those name will live with the greatest 
commander who ever preceded him over 
this rocky way. 
The valley passes 


away. 
We ride about a mile through a 


saburb, the highway lined with people. 
Tho Genera] passes on, with bared head, 
for on both sides the assembled multi- 
tude do him honor.

and the heart beats quickly, for we 
know they are the domes anil towers of 
Jerusalem.

We pass under the walls of 


David, and the flag that floats from the 
pole on the Consulate tells us that our 
journey is at an end, and that we are 
within the walls of Jerusalem.

THE TOWN MEETINGS. 


As the annual town meetings are at 


hand, the following may be of interest: 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted, etc., That 


section 2, of article 11 of an act, enti- 
tled '-An'act to revise the law in rela- 
tion to township organization,"approved 
March 5, 1874, be amended, as follows: 


ARTICLE XI.—Sw. 2. The supervi- 


sor of each town shall receive and pay 
out all moneys raised therein for defray- 
ing town charges, except those raised 
for the support of highway* andbridgcs, 
and he shall, on or before the Tuesday 
next preceding the annual town meet- 
ing, prepare and file with the town clerk 
a statement of the financial affairs of 
the town, showing: ''First, the balance 
(if any) received by him from his pred- 
ecessor in 
office, 
or from any other 


source; second, the amount oftaxleiicd 
the preceding year fur payment of town 
indebtedness and charge*; third, the 
amount collected and paid over to him 
as supervisor; fourth, the amount paid 
out by him, and on what account, in- 
cluding any amount paid out on town 
indebtedness, specifying the nature and 
amount of such indebtedness and the 
amount paid thereon, how much on 
principal and how much on interest ac- 
count; fifth, the amount and kind of all 
indebtedness due and unpaid, and the 
amount and kind of indebtedness not 
yet due, and when the same will mature. 
Lt shall be the duty of the town clerk to 
record the same in the record books of 
the town as soon as filed, and post a 
copy of the same at the place of holding 
the annual town meeting, two days be- 
fore the meeting is held, and he shall 
also read aloud such statement to the 
electors at such meeting. 
Any super- 


visor or town clerk who shall willfully 
neglect to comply with the provisions 
of this section, shall forfeit and pay to 
the town the sum of not less than fifty 
nor more than two hundred dollars, to 
be sued for and recovered by said town 
in its corporate name, and appropriated 
to repairs of highways and 
bridges 


therein.

ginia. 
In 1779 it was erected api a coun- 


ty of the colony or commonwealth of 
Virginia.

Northwest Territory, the county of Knox 
was formed, comprising both the Vin- 
cennes and Illinois country. 
St. Clair 


county was afterwards 
erected 
from 


Knox county, with the following bound- 
aries: Beginning nt the mouth of the 
Little Mackinaw creek, where it empties 
into the Illinois river, and running in a 
direct line to the mouth of a creek 
which empties into the Ohio not far 
above Fort Massacre; then up that river 
and the Illinois to the place of begin- 
ning. 
In 
February, 1790, Gen. St. 


Clair, then Governor of the Northwest 
Territory, with his secretary, Winthrop 
Sargent, arrived at Knskaskia, and or- 
ganized the county of St. Clair, vhieh, 
ns Governor Reynolds has styled it, "is 
the mother of counties in Illinois." The 
county was so named in honor of Gov. 
St. Clair. 
William St. Clair was ap- 


pointed by the governor as the first 
county clerk and recorder of deeds.

HIGH SCHOOL EXAMINATIONS. 


This morning at nine o'clock the exami- 


nation of classes at the high school was 
commenced. 
The teachers engaged in 


tho examinations, from 9 to 12 o'clock 
in the forenoon, were Messrs. Brown and 
Colton, and Blisses French, Leeper and 
Judcl. 


The class in Cicsar, the C Arithmetic 


class, and the class in Latin Grammar, 
were examined by Mr. Brown, and the 
examination showed thoroughness ou the 
part of the teacher and diligence on the 
part of the pupils. 
For the most part 


the pupils were ready with answers, and 
the completeness which characterized the 
answers showed a clear apprehension ou 
the part of the scholars of the studies to 
which their ateution has been directed.

The class in Geometry was heard by 


Miss French, and the facility with which 
the pupils demonstrated examples upon 
the board, and the readiness ancl perspic- 
uity which characterised their answers lo 
questions, were Lighly creditable to the 
class and their teacher. 


The B class in Rhetoric, and the B class 


in Algebra, in charge of Miss Leeper, 
made a good showing of proficiency in 
their studies, and the examination was 


j highly satisfactory. 


The B and C classes in Grammar have 


been un:ler the instruction of Miss Jtuld, 
and those who Jare qualified to judge of 
the standing of the classes, speak in flat- 
tering terms of the attainments of the 
scholars composing;these classes. 


Quite a number of the patrons of tbe 


school were in attendance, but only a few 
compared with the n imber thut should 
have been present. 


A recess was had from 12 to 2 o'clock, 


when the examination of classes wus re- 
sumed.

WARD SCHOOL EXAMINATION. 


Yesterday afternoon the examination of 


the several ward schools commenced, (of 
course it was not possible for our reporter 
to be at all of the schools and to visit 
each particular room), and so we shall be 
obliged to content ourselves with a general 
.statement of the examinations as far as 
they progressed yesterday. I-fpt oply were 
examinations in progress in the ward 
schools, but they were continued from the 
morning in the high school. 


Our reporter was personally present at 


the second and third wards, whcre^he 
found a rather meagre attendance of 
parents and other spectators. 
The exam- 


inations,—so far as they can be judged 
from limited observation ntid the reports 
of other persons,-^wers well sustained, 
reflecting much credit rtpon the teachers 
and pupils. 


At the first and fouVth wards there were 


rather more spectators than at the second 
and third, though' in' the first named the 
number was ,but .squall compared with 
•tvhii'. it should, have been, 


Information obtained from those in 


jit'tendiiuce 
leaves^ us to conclude that 


$n wards one and 'four, as in the other two 
wiu'ds,' the schools have been successfully 
mariisifid, and a highly satisfactory grade 
of scholarship has been 
attained. In 


listening'to the| recitations one notices 
that the scholars-have evidently been left 
to their own "florts as far as practicable, 
and to grasp 
by (heir own intellectual 


labor the princip**"* involved in their 
studies. 


It is to be regretted tliat'1 -tor-re ei the 


citizens did not witness the rtswltsof. the 
work of the term, especially so far as 
their own children are concerned, ire it 
could not have failed to insure among 
parents an appreciation of the high order 
of the schools with which they arc favored 
for the education of their children. 


SCHOOL EXAMINATIONS CONTINUED. 


This morning the examination of the 


city schools was resumed, both at the 
high school building and at the ward 
schools. 
Attendance of parents was 


larger to-day than yesterday. 


At the high school this forenoon the 


class in Cicero, .the A class in English 
G -animal-, and the B class iu Latin Gram- 
mar, were heard by Mr. Brown. 


The B class in Arithmetic and the class 


in Geology, were heard by Mr. Coltou; Ihc 
C and A classes in Algebra by Mfss 
French; the A class iu Khetoric and B 
class in Physical Geography, 
by Miss 


Leeper, and the A class in German, by 
Miss Judd. 


From the best information we 
can 


glean, in connection with observation, we 
judge that these examinations were with- 
out exception highly satisfactory. 


In the several ward schools there was a 


fair attendance of parents during the 
morning, and as was the case yesterday, 
the young folks acquitted 
themselves 


creditably, showing that the teachers have 
attended to their duties with becoming 
fidelity. 


This afternoon the examinations will 


be completed and are in progress a» we 
go to press. The attendance of spectators 
is larger than iu the forenoon, and the 
exercises at all points are passing off in 
the most satisfactory manner.

term. So far as we can learn the exami- 
nations have been highly satisfactory, 
and if there are any who are not well 
pleased with the showing made by tho 
scholars on Thursday and Friday we have 
yet to learn who they are. Not only have 
these reviews shown the progress of the 
pupils, but they have afforded people an 
opportunity to visit the pleasant and

Committed in Default of 8800 Bail. 


A CALL FOB THEM FBOM OHIO. 


The hearing of the case against James 


B. Frazier nod Frank Bailey, for an al- 
leged confidence game played upon Allen 
Travis, which was set for this morning be- 
fore Justice Wood, nt the court house, 
called out a large crowd. The prisoners 
were brought in, and, waiving an exami- 
nation, a wotiou was made by their at- 
torney, Hon. A. B. Burin, to admit them 
to bail. The amount of rhe bond was 
discussed by Mr. Buun, on behalf of the 
prisoners, and by Messrs. Buckingham 
and D. L. Buun for the People, and was 
finally fixed at $800 each. Failiug.to se- 
cure bondsmen the defendants were com- 
mitted to jail. 


There is a fair prospect that these two 


sharpers are not destined to get loose as 
easily as they and their friends had antic- 
ipated. The disposition of their case to- 
day permits us to make public the follow- 
ing telegram, which was received by 
Sheriff Forstuiyer yesterday morning:

The allusion to Ilouck, in the above

United States, lie lived in Decatur about 
five or six years ago, ami is remembered 
by many of our c;ti/.eus. He bears no 
resemblance whatever to Bailey, who is a 
much smoother-looking man than Ilouck. 
The latter is "wanted'1 on a charge of 
murder, committed in Ohio some weeks 
since. The Columbus detective, however. 
Is evidently on a hot trail, since it is known 
that Bailey has it number of aliases, and 
that the name of Frank Aldridge has been 
used by borne one here during the past 
two weeks. Whether there is anything Ur 
connect Frazicr with the Keutoti nlTair, or 
whether he ever sails under an alias of 
any kind, has not transpired. The end of 
this matter has not yet been reached, bu^. 
the operations of Bailey and his gang'In-* 
Decatur nre being gradually uncovered, 
and nobody seems to have /iny doubt a* 
to what should be done with them.

HOWE ON HATES. 


Senator Howe, of Wisconsin, in the 


course of his speech in the Senate yes- 
terday, said : 


Concerning civil service, my policy 


is not a bit more complicated, I would 
have that service/, administered by the 
oest men attainable, and I believe a 
republican president should, as at the 
Cincinnati convention, select republi- 
:ans for all those places where harmony 
and vigor of administration require its 
policy to be represented. 
However, the 


president has selected for his cabinet 
one man who was not a republican, but 
a democrat. Still the individual was 
so well known to me. and I believe so 
implicitly in the moderation of his 
opinions, in the justness of his senti- 
ments, and the integrity of his charac- 
ter, that if I could not have advised of 
his selectton, T could not and did not 
complain of it. 
He had selected one 


other, who, although not a democrat, 
was yet not a republican; who was 
equally at home with all parties and all 
place-. 
By turns he had been every- 


where, and had espoused and deserted 
every party. 
He spoke like an oracle. 


and his facile speech could be fitted to 
vicisitudes of parties as readily as a 
double-faced satan can be turned to 
hide the accidents of society. Incon- 
sistant in everything else, he has been 
constant to his trade, that of politics. 
He entered upon that before he was of 
age, and he lias pursued it since with- 
out variableness or shadow of turning. 
His first enterprise was to revolutionize 
the government under which lie was 
born. 
That failed and he fled. Pie 


was for a short time a lawyer in Wis- 
consin, but without clients. 
He w'as 


Minister at Madrid, but did not recon- 
struct the diplomacy of the world. He 
was a major general, but perverse his- 
tory refused to record his victories. He 
was a newspaper correspondent, and was 
unsuccessful. 
He was transplanted in- 


to Missouri, and generous republicans 
of that state bore him into this Senate. 
That elevation did not prove fatal to 
him, 
but his .party died, died not in 


spite of him, but because of him, and 
under blows which he inflicted. 
Having 


outraged one party, and not yet received 
absolution from the other, he denounced 
both as machines. Having failed as a 
dealer in legitimate politics, he turned 
kis attention to the contraband article. 
In 1872 he helped to lead Horace Gree- 
!ey and B. Gratz Brown to the Balti- 
more market, and taught the democracy 
of that year that they should cull noth- 
ng common or unclean if it promised to 
seat Grant. 
For six years he traduced 


the Republican party, probably through 
more states, with more rhetoric, and in 
more languages than any man living. 
Upon that illustrious captain, who from 
the 4th of July, 1863, to the 4th of 
March, 1877, led the Republican party 
wh6 always led his partyto victory, and 
who always lifted his country to renown; 
at whose approach but recently the 
eastern continent stood up and uncov- 
ered, he threw more mud than any 
dredge not worked by steam ever threw 
in the same time." 


He then reviewed at length the work 


of the Louisiana commission in a sar- 
castic tone, and said: 


'•If it was their mission to depose an 


actual governor, they did not consume 
time enough. 
I'nder the constitution 


of Louisiana, four years are required for 
that purpose. I could not therefore, see 
in all that transpired in Louisiana de- 
velopment of a now policy for the Re- 
publican party, or abandonment of an 
old policy. 1 saw only an acquiescence 
iu what seemed to be a disagreeable 
necessity. But I was not prepared to 
see the act advertised as one of the 
President's choice, which every Repub- 
lican, as well a- every Democrat, was 
bound to approve, It was therefore a 
matter of surprise and profound regret 
also that I heard the President declare 
in his late annual message that the dis- 
continuance of the use of the army for 
the purpo-u of upholding local govern-

BRADSHAW l.\ A >'EW ROLE. 


His Practical Joke Upon the Princes* 


Snvarofl'. 


.Speciu! Dispatch to the Chicago Tribune. 
NEW YORK, March 23.—The story 


is told of what was regarded by the 
Princess Suvaroff as a second attempt 
to swindle her. 
Others look upon the 


affair as a joke. 
C. G. Bradshaw, a 


lawyer of Bloomington, 111., was the 
chief party in the operation. 
He ar- 


rived at the Windsor the day after the 
Princess and Count Kalovwrat, and, 
being given a seat at the table with 
them, almost immediately ingratiated 
himself into their favor. 'He informed 
them that he went to Texas when a 
young man, and finally acquired posses- 
sion of about 80.000 acres of land in 
Comanche county, and 34,000 head of 
cattle. For seven years previous to 
leaving here, he »aid, lie had not seen 
a woman. To bear out the story lie 
assumed the airs and manners of a 
greenhorn, spilling water at the table, 
and carrying food to his mouth with 
his fingers, or with a knife. One day 
while walking out with the princess, he 
spoke to a strange woman on the street. 
She rebuked him, and he said he knew 
no better, but wanted a wife, and 
thought that was the way to procure 
one. 
Then he asked the princess if it 


would be necessary to buy one. 
The 


count and princess showed him much 
favor, and he was with them almost 
constantly. 
His language in describing 


Texas scenery was glowing, and they 
were led to propose a journey to his 
estate with a view to purchasing it, ho 
having signified his desire to give it up 
and devote the rest of his time to travel. 
The price of it was set at $100,000. 


Bradshaw quit the city February 6, 


laying he was going to Washington to 
procure a commission from President 
Hayes as commander of a force of 5,000, 
men to drive the Mexican depredators 
out of Texas. 
Growing suspicious after 


his departure, the princess _sent a tele- 
grain and received an answer from a 
station on the New 'York Central: 
"Fourteen of my men killed and 134 
horses captured by the Mexicans. Must 
hurry down there. 
Shall return to St. 


Louis when the trouble is over a,id 
telegraph you." 
Then a letter came to 


the Windsor purporting to have been 
written by Cornelius Bradshaw, a lawyer 
of Galesburg, 111., inquiring the •where- 
abouts of his alleged cousin, C. (i. 
Bradshaw. 
This tended to complicate 


matters, and the case was handed over 
to a detective agency. 
Telegrams were 


sent to Fort Worth, Houston, Gales- 
burg, Bloomington, and other points, 
inquiring [about Bradshaw. 
The Tex- 


ans knew nothing of him. It was as- 
certained, however, after incurring an 
expense of upwards of $40 for the dis- 
patches that he was a lawyer at Blooin- 
ington, 111., and was supposed by his 
family and friends to be in Galesburg 
where he was engaged as counsel to de- 
fend Rande the murderer. The chief 
of police at Bloomington then wrote a 
long letter about him. and inclosed 
photograph, which the princess and 
count recognized .is that of their ac- 
quaintance.
